Feavers in Beaſts are often cauſed by over 
driving, or by over-hard Labour, or by 
drinking of Cold Water when they be. ex- 
tream hor. 

You may know whether a Beaſt hath this 
Diſtemper upon him by theſe Signs ; For, his 
Eys will ſwell, he wilt be heavy in his head, 
and the extream heat which 1s in their Bodies 
will cauſe their hair to ſtand of a Sweat upon 
them. | 

To cure this Diſtemper ; Firſt, Give them 
ſore. Graſs and Lattice mixed with it, thiz 
will abate the inward heat, and the nexr 
Morning leet them blood in the Neck Vein, 
then give them the juice of Purſlen mixed 
with Gum Dragon, Aniſeeds, Powder of 
Musk Roſes, put into a Quart of Strong Ale 
Sweetned with Honey : Give them this three 
Mornings together milk warm, and keep the 
Beait warm alfo, and it will certainly dure 
him, - 

V. To kill Lice in any Beaſt, 

Take Quick Silver, and kill it with Swines 
Greaſe, and rub them very well about the 
Horns, Head and Neck, and npon the Shoul- 
ders and Dew-lap, for they will lick the reſt 
of their Bodies themſelves — Alſo, if you 
ſtrew ſome keene aſhes on their hiader parts, 
and let them ſtand in the Rain a while, it will 
make them all fly away from the Beaſt for

You may know whether your Bealſt have 
this [nfirmity, by the (welling of their Eyes and 
Lips; as alſo by looking into their Mouths 
for Bliſters on their Tongue, and if there be 
any break them; and ifthe Tongue be ſwoPn 
pull ir forth, and look under it for Bliters, and 
if there be any break them alſo : But if the 
| Tongue be ſwol'n, and there be no Blitters to 

be ſeen, take your Ruife, and give the Tongue 

a Slit underneath of about an Ipch !ong to let 
the Poyſon out; Then waſh it with Vinegar 
forthe preſent; and an hour aſter give chem 
3 Penyworth of Fenigrick, Lurmer:ck, Long 
Pepper, Liquores Powder and Anifeeds, in a 
Quart of Strong Ale or Beer, Milk warm, 

To prevent this Diſtemper, you muſt Elocd 
your Bealt well at Spring and Fall, giving 
them ſome Rue in a Pint cf Alz, Beer, or 
Milk, warm,
